Triumphs and Troubles 

By Don Reed 


Maryland s fall racing season came to 
a close at Pimlico on November 30th and 
those who follow the sport closely in the 
Old Line State found themselves in a rather 
puzzling frame of mind when the curtain 
was rung down. They had seen much to 
warrant the belief that Maryland’s future 
as a horse-breeding and racing center was 
assured, and yet they also had found the 
State s turf rules and the administration of 
them had been so roundly criticized that 
some stables were talking of passing up the 
State as a regular stopping point in the 
future. 

It is always easier to report on the more 
pleasant aspects so that will come first. 
Challadette’s victory in the first running of 
the Marguerite Stakes was an outstanding 
example of why Maryland horsemen and 
patrons of the sport look forward to the 
future with confidence. 

This daughter of Challenger II and 
Laura Gal, thus a full sister to the famous 
Challedon, ran her top race of the year to 
win the Marguerite, coming from well off 
the pace to defeat three rivals including 
Lieut. Edward Lasker’s Athene, generally 
conceded to be the No. 2 juvenile filly of 
the season prior to the Marguerite. Athene 
had won the Selima Stakes and finished 
second to Star Pilot in the Belmont Futu¬ 
rity.

Challadette previously had won the 
Maryland Futurity and the advertising 
value to Maryland of having the Mary¬ 
land Futurity winner score in a fixture such 
as the Marguerite is, and will be over the 
years, is untold. There was a time when 
horsemen elsewhere rather "looked down 
their noses at the Maryland Futurity, 
limited to home-breds as it is, but the recent 
years have changed that attitude consider¬ 
ably and Challadette’s triumph will serve 
further to eliminate any disrespect for the 
local Futurity, run as part of Laurel’s an¬ 
nual program. 

Back in 1938 Challedon won the Mary¬ 
land Futurity and then went on to gain 
permanent acclaim by capturing numerous 
top stakes during his three and four-year- 
old campaigns, the list including the Preak- 
ness and double triumphs in the Pimlico 
Special. That was the turning point in the 
career of the Maryland Futurity. Since then, 
in addition to Challadette, the list of vic¬ 
tors in that race have included such per¬ 
formers as Challamore, Vincent!ve and 
Quarter Moon, all of whom have proven 
their right to compete against the highest 
grade competition. 

Other time-honored fixtures presented 
by the Maryland Jockey Club brought out 
smart fields and produced keen contests all 
the way along the line, much to the enjoy- 
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ment of increased crowds who established 
new records in wagering, the Pimlico 
handle averaging right around $1,200,000 
for the 35 days of sport during the fall. 

Calumet Farm, the establishment of 
Warren Wright of Kenmcky and Chicago, 
and trained by Ben Jones, the astute Mis¬ 
sourian, accounted for its third Pimlico 
Special triumph when Armed raced to a 
four-length victory in the ninth running of 
the sporting winner-take-all event. Behind 
Armed were six rivals in the largest field 
which this race has presented since its in¬ 
ception in 1937. All were invited to par¬ 
ticipate and their aggregate of earnings ran 
well over a million dollars, thus giving a 
quick proof that "class” was predominant. 

Armed joined Whirlaway and Twilight 
Tear on the roster of Special winners for 
Calumet while the only other owner who 
had won the race twice is W. L. Brann, 
through Challedon’s pair of victories. 
Brann was represented in this season’s 
Special by the filly Gallorette and she ran 
a creditable race to finish fourth. 

A week after the Special came the his¬ 
toric Riggs Handicap. ’While Armed 
passed up this $25,000 number because of 
an off track and his high impost of 132 
pounds, the race was a thriller as Stymie 
drove to the wire just a neck in advance of 
First Fiddle. This pair had furnished the 
battle for Armed in the Special, First Fiddle 
running- second and Stymie third. They 
came back in the Riggs where Stymie en¬ 


joyed a three-pound weight shift and he 
turned the tables on his rival. Stymie car¬ 
ried the colors of Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs, 
wife of Hirsch Jacobs, the trainer while 
First Fiddle is owned by Mrs. Edward Mul- 
renan and is conditioned by her husband. 

The Pimlico Futurity, as mentioned 
previously, was won by Maine Chance 
Farm’s Star Pilot. This excellent son of 
* Sickle thus registered his fourth important 
win of the year for he had previously ac¬ 
counted for the Hopeful, Belmont s Futu¬ 
rity and the Ardsley Handicap. Mrs. John 
D. Hertz’s Count Speed, full brother to 
Count Fleet, was the favorite, having won 
four straight in New York, but after set¬ 
ting the pace for three-quarters of a mile, 
tired and failed to land in the money. 

In addition to Challadette’s Marguerite 
score, Maryland owners fared pretty well 
during the meeting. Marine Victory was 
first home in the Sagamore Stakes for R. 
Bruce Livie’s Bobanet stable; Brookfield 
won the Janney Handicap in the colors of 
Harry Isaacs’ Brookfield Farms; H. L. 
Straus of Reisterstown offered Quarter 
Moon to win the Heiser Handicap and 
Kent Miller’s Elkridge was successful in 
the Battleship Steeplechase Handicap. 

Of particular interest to Marylanders 
was the success of Vincent Cicero’s Royal 
Flush. This mare, purchased as a yearling 
from the Maryland Horse Breeders 1941 
sale at Timonium cost her Baltimore owner 
$450.

to the post, with almost as many ponies as runners this year. 
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At Pimlico she started six times, winning 
four and getting second money on the other 
two occasions. She was constantly ad¬ 
vanced in class as her streak of victories 
continued and finally she reached a fitting 
climax to a fine fall campaign by winning 
the Lady Baltimore Handicap from half a 
dozen of the best fillies and mares in train¬ 
ing. 

That Cicero got a rare bargain for the 
$450 invested at the Timonium sale there’s 
no doubt for Royal Flush now has earned 
about $25,000 in her four seasons of cam¬ 
paigning and she’s off to Florida, where, in 
her present fine form, she should add con¬ 
siderably to that total. It was Cicero’s first 
appearance at a sale when he showed up at 
Timonium in 1941, buying three yearlings 
for about $950. It turned out that one was 
a '’wobbler,” lacking co-ordination of his 
hind quarters, one was suffering from cata¬ 
racts in both eyes and the third was Royal 
Flush. The Breeders’ Association took the 
first pair back, so Cicero had a good deal 
of it, after all. 

Other famous turf names were well rep¬ 
resented in the list of stakes winners as Hal 
Price Headley’s Letmenow won the Gray¬ 
son; Calumet’s Pot O’Luck took the Gov¬ 
ernor Bowie; Walter M. Jeffords’ Tryme- 
now registered in the Exterminator and 
Lord Boswell triumphed in the Endurance 
for Mrs. Elizabeth Graham’s Maine Chance 
Farm, the year’s top stable. 

Despite the fact that the track was deep 
in mud for the final program, the last day 
crowd got to see two fine exhibitions. Mrs. 
Ethel Jacobs’ Stymie, who had scored in the 
Riggs, came right back to make a firm claim 
on the handicap division title by galloping 
to an easy triumph over Calumet’s Pot 
O’Luck in the two and a half mile Pimlico 
Cup. 

And Colony Boy, the $46,000 yearling, 
took the place of his stablemate. Star Pilot, 
who avoided the mud, to win the Walden 
Stakes from John Marsch’s Mighty Story. 

In the two divisions of the Jervis Spencer 
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Leading handicapper of the year STYMIE, 
winner of the Riggs at Pimlico, with his 
trainer, Hirsch Jacobs.

Steeplechase Handicap, the winners were 
Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Boojum 2nd and 
W. H. Lipscomb’s Mercator, both of whom 
had distinguished themselves in the infield 
sport all year. All these things, plus the fact 
that Pimlico’s average purse distribution 
for the final ten days of the meeting was 
more than $35,000 daily, lent an excellent 
taste to the brand of sport provided in 
Maryland. 

The discouraging note was a combina¬ 
tion of a series of alleged stimulations of 
horses and the procedure of the Racing 
Commission in the handling and develop¬ 
ment of the cases. Neither augured well 
for the future of the sport in the State. Two 
cases of stimulation had been turned up 
during the Laurel meeting and then about 
midway of the Pimlico session, a saliva test 
on Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Cosey, a 
steeplechase performer, came back positive 
with the chemist reporting benzedrine had 
been used. Trainer J. Dallet (Dolly) By¬ 
ers was suspended and later given a hearing 
before the Commission, which hearing, in¬ 
cidentally had been recessed as this edition 
goes to press. 

This was the third case of its kind in the 
State during the 71 days of fall sport. The 
Commission began issuing statements 
about wiping out the widespread evil, over- 
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looking the fact that despite the fact that 
three cases was more than usual, it still was 
only 3/5 of one per cent out of all the races 
run in the State since early September 
which hardly indicated that the wave of 
stimulation was widespread. 

The Commission decided to take horses 
of its own, rather than its stewards’ choice, 
at random as well as the winners of all races 
and send them to the saliva test provided 
under the present rules. For some strange 
reason, this operation was begun with the 
Pimlico Special, although nearly a month 
had elapsed from the time of the second re¬ 
port on stimulation during the Laurel meet¬ 
ing. Four horses in the field which had 
been invited to participate in the Special 
were tested by the Commission, which then 
went on to take all the horses in the seventh 
race that day and plans were made to test 
all of those in the eighth race. Only three 
were tested, however, because equipment 
wasn’t available to take the additional tests. 

The Commission, after subsiding for a 
few days, swung into action again on the 
day the Futurity and the Riggs were twin 
features. Four members of the Futurity 
field and half a dozen horses from the Riggs 
were tabbed for tests. The congestion in 
the Pimlico paddock was so great that the 
last of the horses to be tested was still await¬ 
ing the Commission’s vets and inspectors 
when horses were ready for next race. 

Risking the health of valuable Thor¬ 
oughbreds, through inability to properly 
cool them out, just to await special tests 
ordered by the Commission, did not sit well 
with horsemen. They didn’t object to the 
tests but they expressed the opinion that if 
the Commission desires to take such action, 
it should at least provide adequate facilities 
to take the tests rapidly. 

Statements were issued from the Com¬ 
mission office that one reason for taking of 
the many tests was to provide formful rac¬ 
ing, thus protecting the betting public from 
sudden improvement by horses which had 
been stimulated. Then, in direct contrast to 
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the avowed purpose of their action, the 
Commission concentrated its tests on stakes 
horses who ran in fine form all through the 
Pimlico meeting. Whereas platers often 
appeared to do complete flip-flops of form 
to win in the cheaper events on the various 
programs, nothing was done to check them, 
while the Stakes horses, who ran mighty 
close to regular form all along, were sub¬ 
jected to the tests. 

Then, two days before the meeting 
ended, the Commission announced that 
saliva tests on four horses who had won on 
Nov. 19 and one who had finished out of 
the money on Nov. 17 had been found 
stimulated. This announcement came ten 
days after the races in which the horses were 
alleged to be stimulated, instead of the us¬ 
ual two or three days in such cases. Also 
the announcement followed by a matter of 
hours a raid on the Pimlico barns by agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Narcotics. 

What the narcotic agents found hadn’t 
been revealed at this writing but when the 
Commission made its announcement of the 
five stimulations. Chairman George P. Ma¬ 
honey declared that narcotics were involved 
in ’'some” of the cases. 

It then developed during the hearing 
of the Byers case that the Maryland Com¬ 
mission had changed chemists. Instead of

sending its saliva samples to the laboratory 
of the New York Racing Commission, as 
had been the custom for ten years, the 
Commission had switched to a local chem¬ 
ist, with tests being made at the University 
of Maryland and by a chemist at Upper 
Darby, Pa. Mahoney, in explaining the 
switch, said no notice had been given the 
New York Commission in order to keep 
the change a secret and that to lull any 
suspicions, saliva samples taken from farm 
work horses had been sent to New York, 
represented as samples taken from race 
horses at Pimlico. 

When this fact was revealed in open 
hearing, Ashley T. Cole, chairman of the 
New York Commission wrote Mahoney, 
stating that the New York laboratory was 
much too busy to handle such samples and 
that it could no longer accept any work 
from Maryland. He stated also that the 
New York chemist had written Mahoney 
saying that recent samples had been largely 
water and asking just how this had hap¬ 
pened. Mahoney declared there had been 
no intent to embarass the New York Com¬ 
mission, although in the Byers hearing he 
had declared that one reason for the change 
was that only four positive reports had been 
made from that source out of 1(),0()0 
samples submitted from Maryland. 

The five cases which still are to be dis¬ 
posed of threw a bombshell into the ranks 
of owners and trainers alike, for the men 
accused were highly esteemed by their fel¬ 
low sportsmen and there were many com¬ 
ments that "something must be wrong" 
when such men were accused. E. A. Christ¬ 
mas, trainer for W. L. Brann was suspended 
and the horse involved was New Chal- 
lenge; Clay Sutphin, trainer for Sylvester 
W. Labrot, Jr., was another and the horse 
Shake; Robert Curran was suspended be¬ 
cause of E. D. Talbert’s One Only; V. S. 
McClintock, for his own Pilate’s Dream 
and C. O. Ferguson for F. W. Page’s Bully 
Gusher. All except One Only won.

Maryland Horseman’s Protective Associa¬ 
tion issued a statement declaring that it was 
impossible for trainers to operate under the 
present rule which holds them solely re¬ 
sponsible for their horses and that unless 
the rule was changed, he would urge mem¬ 
bers of his group to race elsewhere next 
season. 

Another statement came from Henry A. 
Parr, .3rd., president of Pimlico. He as¬ 
serted that every conceivable means of giv¬ 
ing protection to horsemen would be em¬ 
ployed and further, that a complete study 
of the situation was being made. He also 
declared that Pimlico officials were working 
not only to clear up the situation but to dis¬ 
cover its sources and causes. 

As one horseman put it, "we don’t ob¬ 
ject to fair rules and impartial enforce¬ 
ment of them. But we don’t think the pres¬ 
ent setup makes sense. If they want to test 
every horse in every race, to stamp out what 
they say is an evil, all right. But why pick 
on some and make them take chances on 
the horse’s condition awaiting tests while 
others get to go right to the barn for atten¬ 
tion.’’ Two prominent stables already have 
declared that until the rules on stimulation 
are rewritten with a design toward fairness, 
and the present system of administration is 
changed, they’ll pass up Maryland as a rac¬ 
ing point. How widespread this feeling 
may be is hard to figure just now. 
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Pimlico Bonus Payments 

Twenty-four Maryland breeders par¬ 
ticipated in the Breeders’ Award payments 
in open races at the long Pimlico meeting, 
the sum of $12,250 being earned by the 
products of their farms. In addition there 
were 15 Maryland-bred races to the breeder 
of the winner of which the track manage¬ 
ment pays $100. The only Maryland-bred 
race which carries no award to the breeder, 
who is shut out of the $250 bonus as the 
race is not an open one, is the Heiser 
Handicap. Mrs. R. H. Heighe, who took 
down $2,000 as her share of the awards, 
led the breeders’ list, with William L. 
Brann, who got $1500 in second place and 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt with $1250 plac¬ 
ing third. Preston M. Burch and Joseph F. 
Flanagan each received $750. Other breed¬ 
ers receiving awards included H. L. Straus, 
Harry A. Parr, III, Mrs. H. M. Lewis, 
Floward Bruce, Watt Elliott, E. Taylor 
Chewning, J. W. Y. Martin, Janon Fisher, 
Jr., Sylvester W. Labrot, Jr., A. J. Abel, 
Miss Margie Fisher, Wm. M. Elder, Dr.

*Bahram to South America 

The news that ^Bahrarn, owned by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, Sylvester W. Labrot, 
Jr., Walter P. Chrysler and James Cox 
Brady, had been returned to Sagamore 
Farm from Virginia was followed as we go 
to press by word from Charley Lund, of 
Buenos Aires, that he had bought the horse 
for immediate shipment to the Argentine 
Republic. *Bahram was imported at a cost 
of $160,000 in 1940, when England’s rac¬ 
ing picture was dark indeed. He was sold 
this time for $130,000 and will stand at 
the long famous Chapmadalal stud, one of 
the foremost in Argentina. A son of 
Blandford and Friar’s Daughter by Friar 
Marcus, "^Bahram was an unbeaten race¬ 
horse of the highest class, winning the 
Triple Crown in England, where he sired 
some high class stock, including Big Game. 
^^Bahram’s get did not mature quickly 
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enough to suit most American horsemen, 
but he will leave some very promising com¬ 
ing three-year-olds behind him when he 
heads for South America. 

Horse Shows Association's 
Meeting 

A very successful dinner meeting wound 
up the affairs of the Association of Mary¬ 
land Horse Shows for the 1945 season. At 
this affair, held at the Park Plaza Hotel, 
November 16, there were more than a 
hundred members and guests present. Fol¬ 
lowing the dinner President Hugo R. Hoff¬ 
mann of the association presented the 
trophies to owners of the winners of the 
various leading horses or their repesenta- 
tives. These were listed in our last issue. 
Mr. D. Sterett Gittings presented the Git- 
tings Trophy to Howard Streaker.

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The Blockade Memorial Cup

The first running of the Blockade 
Memorial Cup was held on Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 2nd at Caves Valley Farm, Garrison, 
Md., the estate of C. E. Tuttle. The race 
will undoubtedly become an annual 
sporting event of great interest to Mary¬ 
landers for it brings to life the name of a 
truly famous timber horse. As we all know 
Blockade crowned himself with laurels by 
winning the Maryland Hunt Cup three 
consecutive years, at which time he was 
owned by Mrs. E. Read Beard. While still 
in his prime he was sold to Mr. Tuttle and 
ran once more in his colors in the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. It seemed as though fate 
had it prearranged that Blockade’s career 
should be drawing to an end, for in this, 
his last Hunt Cup, he jumped one fence 
off the course and it was too late when the 
error was discovered. He was out of the 
running. Blockade later ran in the Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup where he fell and broke 
his neck. He was buried on Mr. Tuttle’s 
farm and his grave looks down across the 
Caves Valley where the Memorial Cup is 
now held. 

The three-mile course has a perfect set-

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ting from the spectator’s standpoint as well 
as the rider’s for the country is open and 
slightly rolling with a hillside for those 
watching from which nearly every fence is 
visible. There were six starters in the race, 
William Ewing’s Iron Mould being one of 
the favored entries. Just a few weeks be¬ 
fore Mike Smithwick had ridden his first 
race and it was to a win with Iron Mould 
at Rose Tree. Then there was Arthur 
Meigs’ Militiades, who is a familiar old 
campaigner, who had Joe Ferguson in the 
saddle. Joseph O’Farrell’s Big Boot, who 
used to follow in pursuit of the Carrolton 
Hounds, was ridden by Coaly Gill. Sentry, 
a former polo pony, was being ridden by 
his owner, W. E. Carroll of Washington. 
Lawrence Jones’ Clifton’s Duke was rid¬ 
den by Fred Colwill. Mr. Jones’ entry was 
a big six-year-old with all of the looks of 
a potential timber topper. And lastly 
Janon Fisher, Jr.’s Sawbuck, a young pros¬ 
pect who was ridden by Laddy Murray. I 
might add that it was the first race for both 
horse and rider. 

Out of these six starters in the Blockade 
Memorial only one horse finished the race 
without mishap. That was Arthur Meig’s 
Militiades, who ran a beautiful race, going 
evenly and fencing well, to win the first 
leg on the Challenge trophy. The first spill 
occurred at the second fence when Big Boot 
made an error unseating Coaly Gill. From 
then on the O’Farrell horse was out of the 
race. Fred Colwill had taken Clifton’s 
Duke out on top, showing the way around 
for the first lap. Then at the eighth fence 
down went Clifton’s Duke and in a 
moment he was up galloping off in the 
opposite direction, leaving Mr. Colwill 
temporarily minus a mount. Iron Mould 
now held the lead with Sawbuck close on 
his heels. Militiades was running safely in 
third position followed by Sentry. At the 
eleventh fence there was double disaster. 
Iron Mould fell and Sawbuck piled on top, 
sending Laddy Murray for a spill which re¬ 
sulted in a broken collar-bone. 
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Mike Smithwick, unhurt in the fall, 
hastily remounted and set out in pursuit oi 
the field. Should I say field? For Sentry 
was now out of the race, having pecked 
badly at one fence sending Mr. Carroll to 
the ground. The field thus consisted of 
Militiades alone. Iron Mould gained 
steadily over that last mile of the race and 
made up a tremendous loss of ground but 
it was not enough to catch Militiades and 
the Meigs entry galloped across the finish 
line to win by about five lengths over Iron 
Mould. To the surprise of the spectators 
the race was not yet over for Fred Colwill 
had finally managed to retrieve Clifton’s 
Duke and was gamely completing the 
course without competition. He galloped 
in several minutes after the first two to 
place third. 

It seemed that nearly everyone who had 
been connected with Blockade played a 
role in the Memorial race. Mrs. E. Read 
Beard, former owner, was on hand to pre¬ 
sent the trophy to the winner. Janon 
Fisher, Jr., who trained Blockade, was 
training three of the starters. Iron Mould, 
Clifton’s Duke, and his own Sawbuck. 
Blockade’s rider, Fred Colwill, who had 
piloted the great horse to all of his vic¬ 
tories, was riding in the Memorial Cup. 

The spectators greeted the revival of 
timber racing with enthusiasm and many 
were particularly interested in watching 
the performances of two up-and-coming 
young gentleman jockeys, Mike Smithwick 
and Laddy Murray.

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Trainers' Bulletin 

Most of the discussion at the annual 
meeting of the American Trainers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, held at Pimlico on the evening of 
November 8, was concerned with various 
aspects of the stimulation problem, with 
particular emphasis on the development of 
some form of protection which, while not 
denying the ultimate responsibility of a 
trainer for the condition of his horses, 
would nevertheless offer him reasonable 
protection against outsiders or disloyal 
stable help. Opinion was rather evenly di¬ 
vided on the use of a receiving barn, some 
members feeling that it would be useless 
unless responsibility were removed from 
the trainer, others that it offered a measure 
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Alfred G. Vanderbilt, Jockey McCreary, and 
Frederick County*s trainer product, John M. 
Gaver, who saddled Condiment to win a divi¬ 
sion of the Sagamore for Greentree Stable. 
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of protection in any case. A committee was 
subsequently appointed to meet with 
members of the Owners Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to see if anything along this line 
could be worked out. 

In his speech. President John M. Gaver 
said on another aspect of this question: 

Since its adoption, the saliva test has 
been among horsemen a most controversial 
issue. No honest horseman could do other 
than endorse the saliva test as a proper pro¬ 
tection for the horsemen and the public, 
or as a valuable asset to racing in the build¬ 
ing of public confidence. Therefore there 
can be no worthy objection to the saliva 
test as such. 

The controversies arise largely from a 
lack of confidence in the methods employed 
in the handling of the samples, and from 
rumors, founded or unfounded, to the ef¬ 
fect that certain individuals, by various 
methods, beat the test. 

Regardless of the meticulous care with 
which the samples are undoubtedly 
handled, no one can deny that where an 
object passes through many human hands, 
there is always a possibility of error. Once 
in a great while we learn of the conviction 
in civil courts of an innocent person. The 
chance of an innocent person being con¬ 
victed uder the rules attendant to the sa- 
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liva test should be made as minute as pos¬ 
sible. 

In order to give the protection for 
which the saliva test was designed, and to 
reduce the possibility of error, it is sug¬ 
gested that the American Trainers’ Asso¬ 
ciation recommend the following plan to 
all racing commissions. 

A. That two samples be taken and 
mixed, and these divided equally. One 
portion should be retained in a sealed con¬ 
tainer in a refrigerated vault under the 
supervision of the association conducting 
the meeting at which the sample is taken. 
The other portion would of course go to 
the appointed chemist in the usual way. 

B. The portion of the sample retained 
by the association will be destroyed if the 
test of the duplicate sample is negative. A 
positive report will necessarily specify the 
name of the drug or stimulant found in the 
first sample. The second sample may then 
be divided into two or more parts, and one 
or more tested for the specified drug, by 
independent chemists agreed upon by the 
steward of the association, the steward of 
the racing commission, and the trainer of 
the horse from which the sample was 
taken. It will thus be possible to verify or 
disprove the original test conclusively, 
since the independent chemists will 
analyze for one drug only, and since the 
second sample may be divided into many 
parts and as many tests made as necessary. 

It is not suggested that the analyses 
themselves are incorrect. Indeed, upon the 
best chemical authority we have been able 
to obtain, the possibility of a positive error 
in analyses is indescribably remote. It is 
possible, however, that an error might oc¬ 
cur in the handling of the samples. If, by 
the procedure outlined here, the second 
half of the saliva sample contradicted the 
first, it would be conclusive proof, not that 
the original analysis was incorrect, but 
that the samples had been mixed up in 
handling or shipping. 

This procedure should be welcomed by 
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the commissions, since in positive cases it 
would supply proof beyond dispute, and 
by horsemen because it would afford them 
the protection they should have. 

We feel also that premature publicity in 
stimulation cases is greatly to be deplored, 
and that all investigations should be com¬ 
pleted before results are announced. 

No one appreciate more than I the feel¬ 
ing shared by many of our members that 
we have not fully accomplished our goals, 
that we have many unsolved problems on 
our hands, that many of our recommenda¬ 
tions have not received responsive action, 
and that we appear to act in an almost 
tediously slow manner. Nevertheless, I for 
one am certain that we have followed and 
are following the only correct policy, and I 
for one am opposed to any thought of the 
use of drastic or threatening measures in 
order to speed up our activities. I should 
like to say also that the owners who have 
given their support to our organization, in 
doing so have endorsed the policies we are 
following.

Jones were reelected to the board of di¬ 
rectors, and all officers of the association 
were reelected.

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A French Government 
Stud Farm 

By Ural G. Bee 

My position as professor of Animal Hus¬ 
bandry in Biarritz American University, 
Biarritz, France, has afforded me the op¬ 
portunity of seeing much of the southern 
part of France. One place of special inter¬ 
est to me, and one that I am sure will be 
of interest to the light horse breeders and 
readers of The Maryland Horse is at 
Pau, France. 

This place is the Government owned 
stud farm which serves Southern France. 
This establishment is known as "HARAS 
NATIONAL DE GELOS” and was estab¬ 
lished by Napoleon in 1811 to promote the 
breeding of light horses throughout South¬ 
ern France. The prime motive is to raise 
a suitable horse for Army use. 

At present they have at this one farm one 
hundred and twenty head of light stallions, 
thirty draft stallions of the Breton breed 
and one Normandy stallion. 

The light stallions are of four breeds: 
English Thoroughbred, Purebred Arabes, 
the Northern Anglo-Arabes, and the South¬ 
west Anglo-Arabes. The original Arabian 
breeding stock was imported, but most of 
them used today were bred in France. The 
Thoroughbreds were all bred in France. 
The Anglo-Arabes are a cross between the 
Thoroughbred and Arabes. The Northern 
strain of Anglo-Arabes is larger than the 
Southwest strain. This breed has a good 
combination of characteristics of each of 
the parent breeds and makes a horse which 
is extremely popular in France. 

The Breton breed is a small draft breed, 
which would be called a light chunk in the 
States. They are a vety short, blocky breed, 
jieavy of bone and lacking in action com¬ 
pared to the American idea of draft action. 
The Breton is used to cross with the smaller 
breeds and then use the cros for mule pro¬ 
duction. There is a great demand for mules 
in the Naval stores section of Southern 
France. 
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There were many impressive things 
about the Pau farm. At first one is attracted 
by the management. The horses are kept 
in either large box stalls or comfortable tie 
stalls. The tie stalls are built to prevent any 
possible injury. Each horse has a tile feed 
box, a drinking fountain and a hay rack. 
There is a drain in the floor of each stall 
and the floors are well bedded at all times. 
The tie stall barns are of single row type 
petitioned so there are forty-five horses in 
each part. The petitions cut down draughts 
and give the barn a more orderly appear¬ 
ance. Each box stall barn holds twenty- 
eight horses. Each horse is fed and groomed 
twice a day and exercised by riding. The 
horses are all solid colors, blacks, browns, 
bays and chestnuts, with some carrying 
white markings. They are all exceptionally 
clean of limb with good hard bone, trim, 
neat joints, a nice length and slope to the 
pasterns and very tough, well shaped hoofs. 
All the horses in this Department seem to 
have excellent feet and legs. 

After one has inspected the barns and 
looked over the horses, it is a surprise to 
learn the ages of them. Many of these horses 
are well past the fifteen year mark. One of 
their most impressive stallions is twenty- 
four years old and still quite a horse. The 
accompanying snapshot is of Beldebel, an 
eighteen-year-old purbred Arabian. He is 
an ideal horse in every respect. He is a very 
expressive horse which moves and looks 
like a four-year-old. Beldebel is by De- 
nouste, the twenty-four-year-old stallion

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previously mentioned. This is not only a 
great individual, but also a great sire. I at¬ 
tended a show at Pau, of light mares and 
foals. There were one hundred and eighty- 
seven mares and one hundred and thirty 
foals in this show. Many of the mares were 
by these two great stallions. These stallions 
have all made records on the track or breed¬ 
ing records, before they were purchased by 
the Government. 

Most of the stallions are farmed out 
throughout Southern France during the 
breeding season at a much smaller service 
fee than charged by individuals. 

The farmers of the Southern Depart¬ 
ments of France have long been interested 
in light horse breeding. They take a great 
delight in participating in races and shows. 
The outstanding winning stallions are usu¬ 
ally purchased by the Government to be 
used in these remount stations. 

Many of the farmers lost their valuable 
breeding stock during German occupation. 
The Germans took the stock which they 
paid for with worthless paper money. They 
did not take any Government owned horses 
or interfere with the management at Pau. 

European Blood for the Remount 

One hundred and fifty-two brood mares 
and young stallions, of German origin, ar¬ 
rived recently at Newport News, Va., on 
the Liberty cargo ship, the S. S. Stephen 
Austin, the War Department has an¬ 
nounced. These horses will be used en¬ 
tirely for the Army’s horse-breeding pro¬ 
gram and were shipped directly from the 
port to the Remount Depot at Front Royal 
where they are in 90 day quarantine. 

The animals were accompanied by 65 
high-point soldiers, all of whom had vol¬ 
unteered for the job, and some of whom 
had passed up previous opportunities to re¬ 
turn in the regular manner in order to 
make this unusual journey. Acquisition of 
the horses involved no outlay of cash; their 
appraised value will be credited to Ger¬ 
many’s reparations settlement with the 
United States. 
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Despite continuous bad weather and 
storms during the 20-day trip, no animals 
were lost for any cause, instead, one more 
animal arrived than was shipped—one 
Arab mare having foaled on the journey. 
Merryland Farm Yearling Trials 

On the coldest Sunday of the fall, No¬ 
vember 4, a hundred or so turf enthusiasts 
gathered at Danny Shea’s Merryland Farm, 
at Hyde for a very sporting event, this be¬ 
ing the annual Yearling Trials, wherein the 
yearlings still in Danny’s capable hands had 
their final speed works of the year. Danny 
Shea has broken some forty-odd yearlings 
for many clients this season, but only 
twenty-four were tried on this occasion, 
many of the rest having been shipped to 
Aiken and elsewhere to join their owners’ 
stables. 

G. Ray Bryson’s stable supplied the 
majority of the yearlings, other owners rep¬ 
resented being Mr. and Mrs. Vaughn Flan¬ 
nery, the Harmony Hall Farm stable of 
’’Bill” Sehlhorst and ’’Mush” Boyce, Mrs. 
Jane P. Krieger, of Wilmington, Del., W. 
W. Rhodes, of Westtown, Pa., Wm. E. 
Edgar, Grant Thorn, and Grover C. Greer. 
Best time of the meeting was that of the 
Bull Moose-Baragraph colt who went in 
11.3, 23.4 for the quarter. The filly by 
Tiger-Corduroy went Vs in 11.3, the quar¬ 
ter in 24. The yearlings went well on the 
whole. The official timer was H. A. 
’’Jimmy” Jones, of the Calumet Farm or¬ 
ganization.

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H. B. P. A. Notes 

One of the most important meetings of 
the Maryland Horsemen’s Protective Asso¬ 
ciation was held to consider the procedure 
to be followed by the Association in the 
British Buddy stimulation case which oc¬ 
curred at Laurel. Rule #146 of Maryland 
Racing imperils all trainers—the innocent 
with the guilty. The uncovering of the 
McGee case, and a few days later that of 
J. J. Bauer, brought horsemen face to face 
with the dangerous position that confronts 
them under Rule #146. 

President Richard A. Johnson appointed 
a committee consisting of John A. Man¬ 
fuso, Cleveland Skinker and J. Yancey 
Christmas to attend the hearings held by 
the Racing Commission, to recommend to 
the Racing Commission the use of a split 
saliva test with one half of the test to be 
retained as a check against possible error, 
and to formulate a plan for the revision of 
Rule #146 so that horsemen in the future 
will be governed by an equitable and fair 
provision in cases involving stimulation. 

Rough and irregular riding which has 
caused many injuries to horses this season 
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was another complaint brought before the 
Directors. Edward Christmas and John 
Forbes were appointed to bring this mat¬ 
ter to the attention of the stewards. 

Harold Ferguson of Charlotte, North 
Carolina was appointed to the position of 
Secretary of the Association replacing 
Brooke Johns. Mr. Johns was compelled 
to resign by the multitude of problems he 
has encountered on his farm with the pres¬ 
ent shortage of capable help and the result¬ 
ing necessity of devoting his entire time to 
the farm. With the beginning of the 1946 
Maryland Racing Season the Association is 
planning to obtain a trailer in which an 
office will be provided for the secretary. 
This will enable the Association to have an 
office on the grounds at each track. 

At a subsequent meeting of the Board 
of Directors, arrangements for the annual

New Shorthorn Fieldman 

Henry L. Straus, breeder of Thorough¬ 
breds, Shorthorns and pedigreed hogs at 
his Cherry Hill Farm, Reisterstown, has 
announced that the Maryland Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association has engaged Edward 
S. Rockefeller, of Hampstead, as Fieldman 
for their growing organization in Mary¬ 
land. Mr. Rockefeller, who has been 
breeding Thoroughbreds and Angus at his 
farm, is well qualified to handle his new 
duties, which will take him to many Mary¬ 
land horse farms, inasmuch as many of the 
Thoroughbred breeders are fanciers of beef 
cattle also. One of Mr. Rockefeller’s 
first duties in his new post was to "cover” 
the highly successful Shorthorn Field Day 
which Mr. Straus put on at Cherry Hill, 
where the best of the old English breed of 
beef cattle mingle in the pastures with 
some of the best Maryland-bred Thorough¬ 
breds, the farm having produced, among 
other good ones in recent years.

October 27. After night and day work 
getting sales catalogue material ready for 
the printers it was a pleasant break to drive 
down tO Upperville and Middleburg, Vir¬ 
ginia, today.

November 10. Have been busy between 
Pimlico and the magazine’s printer this 
week, with little time for any other activi¬ 
ties. Have seen a number of members who 
have buying jobs to be performed, if pos¬ 
sible at Lexington, for which point I am 
now en route on the old George Washing¬ 
ton.

Yesterday and today 
have been repetitions of Monday and Tues¬ 
day. It has been look, bid, get shut out, look 
again all day long. The market has closed 
stronger than ever in every respect. Un¬ 
soundness deters few bidders, it appears, 
down here, judging by the way they are go¬ 
ing after any horse in sight. We shall have 
a full car to take out tomorrow when we 
get them all together and loaded for Mary¬ 
land.

O FF the coast of France, 
just across from Eng¬ 
land, is the Island of 
Jersey, only 11 miles 


long and 6 miles wide in area, where the Jersey cow originated and whence she 
derived her name. 




For many generations, the stock l>reeders of this tiny island, where feed was a 
scarce item, exerted every effort to develop a cow that would he a thrifty, in¬ 
telligent, gentle family cow, that would give an abundance of superior quality 
milk, rich in hutterfat. Their goal was ‘‘less cow to feed, more cow to milk.” 

The firsi Jerseys of record arrived in America in 1815. Today, there are more 
Jerseys in America than any other breed. It is estimated that the two million 
farmers on this continent own ten million Jerseys. The Jersey will range in 
weight from 900 to 1,100 pounds and has a highly developed mammary system. 
With so large a part of her body devoted to milk production, more of her feed 
is converted into milk and less is wasted on body maintenance. Tests have 
proved that Jerseys produce more hutterfat and total milk solids per pound of 
feed consumed than other competing dairy breeds. 

Purebred Jersey herds have been successfully maintained in tempera¬ 
tures ranging from 45 degrees below zero to temperatures of 113 degrees 
above. It has been found that wherever agriculture is possible. Jerseys will 
thrive. Of all breeds of dairy cattle, the Jersey holds the distinction of maturing 
the earliest and of producing the most efficiently throughout a longer life. 
Heifers usually freshen at approximately two years, which is two to four 
months earlier than those of heavier breeds. 


From 32,068 official 365 day production records of purebred Jersey cows of 
all ages, covering the past 38 years, the average production of the purebred Jer¬ 
sey in the United States is calculated to he 491.28 pounds of hutterfat and 9,149 
pounds of milk factual production, not mature equivalent). The national 
hutterfat average of Jersey milk is 5.37 per cent.
